Lack of proper fire protection in 
the San Pablo section resulted yes- 


terday afternoon in’ the destruction 
by fire of the soft drink place of

“Ft is stated that the fire was started 
from a coal oil stove, and by the 
time the Richmond department re- 
sponded to the call for help .and 
reached the scene, the ‘building was 
a roaring furnace. 

Moitoza estimates his loss is $2000 
and part of this is represented by 
currency that was burned. The 
building is owned by Mrs. Isabella 
Medinas of Hayward, and there was 
$1000 insurance carried on it. 

The cottage of Walter Barnes, oc- 
cupied by D. 8. Duarte and family,
